Ladies  and  Gentlemen , 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  ny  ilnnual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  birth  rate  in  1968  fell  to  12,27/1,000  estimated  population  compared 
with  that  of  England  and  Wales,  viz.,  16,9  per  1,000  population.  The  death 
rate  fell  from  l6,01  in  1966,  14.29  in  1967  to  15.86  per  1,000  estimated 
population.  In  1968  the  death  rate  in  England  and  Wales  was  11, 9, of  the  total 
deaths,  those  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  ftirculatory  systems 
amounted  to  59^  approximately. 

Measles  continued  to  be  the  main  infectious  disease  but  the  number  of 
cases  notified  fell  from  475  in  1967  to  l66  in  1968,  It  is  hoped  that 
following  the  exhibition  of  immunisation  against  the  disease  in  1968  that 
the  number  of  cases  notified  will  show  a considerable  fall  in  1969.  For 
some  years  now  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  polionyelitis  have  been  recorded. 
There  has  been  no  cases  of  typhoid  or  para-typ-hoid  fever.  However,  there 
have  been  3 cases  of  salmonelle  infections  recorded.  Infective  Jaundico, 
now  a notifiable  disease,  produced  20  notifications  mostly  in  school 
children  but  the  source  of  infection  was  not  found. 

Preventive  immunisations  against  polionyelitis,  diphtheria,  whooping- 
cough  and  tetanus  were  continued  as  routine  measures  among  children  at 
clinics  and  schools  in  the  area.  In  addition  a drive  against  measles  was 
made  in  clinics  and  schools  using  vaccine  prepared  by  Glaxo  or  Burroughs 
Wellcome . Nq  adverse  effects  were  reported  although  some  children  did 
exhibit  an  evanescent  rash. 

Tuberculin  testing  followed  by  B.C.G,  immunisation  was  continued  both 
among  school  entrants  and  at  11  years  of  age  onwards.  Contact  tracing  and 
early  reference  of  tuberculin  positive  cases  to  specialist  control  were 
established  routine  practises. 

Slum  clearance  was  pressed  forward  with  vigour  and  many  visits  wore 
paid  to  poor  premises  for  various  reasons  including  illness,  management 
difficulties,  problem  cases  and  others. 

The  attendances  at  the  three  Maternity  & Child  Melfare  Clinics  were 
satisfactory  but  the  decline  in  ante-natal  visits  continued  - a decline 
which  follows  a national  pattern  and  is  due  to  the  increasing  participation 
of  the  general  practitioner  in  this  field  of  medicine.  The  relaxation  classes 
and  classes  in  mothercr?^  have  been  moderately  suc.Qossful,  and  the  cervical 
smear  test  clinics  are  proving  to  be  satisfactorily  attended. 

The  chiropody  clinics  in  operation  in  your  area  have  been  increased  but 
still  there  is  no  prospect  of  home  chiropody  service  as  yet. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  a development  which  has  occurred  in  the 
public  health  services  in  your  area,  and  one  which  will  inevitably  enhance 
the  value  of  these  services  by  making  them  more  accessible  for  consultations 
with  the  population  and  tiore  rapid  action  to  deal  with  problems  which  arise. 
Representatives  of  the  home  hj©lp  service,  the  social  welfare  department, 
the  health  visitors  department,  chiropody  service  and  mental  health  are  now 
housed  under  the  sane  roof  in  Springfield  House,  Willington,as  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  clerical  staff. 

The  water  and  milk  supplies  to  your  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory 
and  gave  no  cause  for  alarm  from  a public  health  point  of  view, 

^our  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  a^^pended  his  report  to  this  one. 

In  conclusion  the  state  of  public  health  in  your  area  for  1968  was 
satisfactory. 


I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  ny  colleagues  for  their  pleasant 
and'  welcome  co-operation  and  also  the  nenbers  of  the  Council  for  their 
assistance  and  continued  interest  during  the  year*
